Mrs Walker, plaintiff in the 
case,

filed in her co mplaint. 
Mr. ail 1 Mrs. 
Walker were married cn December 
10th, 
i890, and 
separated 
August 
24th, 1905. 
Mrs. Walker claims that 
her husband was cruel to her, tfiat 
be made false accusatio ns against her, 
that lie asso ciated with o ther wo men, 
and was a drinking man. 
She claims 
that he is the o wner o f 120 acres o f 
land so uthwest o f the city , wo rth 
$10,000; that he po ssesses 
perso nal 
pro perty to the extent o l $1000, in the 
way o f half interest in a herd o f 50 
head o f fine Jersey cattle, 20 head o f 
ho rses, 100 head o f 
ho gs, buggies, 
harness and ffarm implements. 
She 
avers that he has an annual inco me o f 


$ 2000. 
Mrs. Walker asks $5000 almo ny and 
$000 fo r atto rney s’ fees. 
Sho rtly after 
Mre. Walker filed her co mplaint Judge 
Sparks "granted 
a restraining o rder 
pro hibiting the defendant fro m dis­ 
po sing o f any o f his pro perty . 
There is little o r no fight being made 
o ver the divo rce. 
If is 
understo o d 
that Mr. Walker wants his wife to 
have a divo rce. 
A stro ng fight is, 
ho wever, being made o ver the ali­ 
mo ny . 
Mrs. Walker claims that her 
husband is wo rth at least $14,000 and 
he claimant hat he is'wo rth pra ticaliy 
no thing. 
It is his co nditio n finan­ 
cially , abo ut which the interest in the 
case is centering. 
The paintitf intro duced the testi­ 
mo ny o f her witnesses this fo reno o n.

So ldiers’ unio n, and will be instituted 
in every State in the unio n. 
The 
membership will co nsist o f veterans o f 
the civil war, with asso ciate members 
co nsisting o f Spanish -Amerlran war 
veterans and all lo y al citizens who 
care to beco me members. 
The o bject o f this unio n is to secure 
jiensio n legislatio n. 
The first step in 
this line to be a bill fo r per diem 
pensio n law, which w'cnld add o ne 
cent per day fo r every day ’s service to 
the mo nthly pensio n o f every veteran. 
The o rganizatio n will be no n-par­ 
tisan, and pro po ses to go to the candi­ 
dates fo r co ngress witli a pro po sitio n 
that they suppo rt such bills as they 
pro po se, o r have the unio n lined up 
against them in the race. 
It wo uld 
appear that if this o rganizatio n is 
made co mplete in every State the o ld 
so ldiers co uld get abo ut what they 
asked fo r in pensio n legislatio n.

G. Harshbarger, a native o f Indiana, 
but no w a resident o f Bo sto n, Mass., 
is the 
traveling o rganizer, and he 
states that there will be State, district 
and precinct departments, and that 
everv State will he so divided.

J udging fro m the repo rts received 
by Jo seph H. Stubbs, chief o f the 
Bureau o f Statistics fro m 300 o f the 
to wuships in the State, the Imhana 
wheat cro p this y ear will be in excess 
o f 28,000,000Jbushels, as co mpared with 
13,371,340 bushels last 'y « ?ar and 27,-1 
713,357 in 1903. 
This large increase j 
o ver last y ear is the result bo th o f an j 
increased acreage so wn aud a larger j 
average in acre, the acreage fo r 1904 
1 
and 1905 being 1.262,193 and 1,644,934 j 
respectively . 
The average number o f 
bushels to the acre 
this 
vear, a« 
sho wn by the 300 repo rts, is 17.5 as 
co mpared with 
10.59 in 1904. 
The 
largest number o f to wnships repo rt I 
an average o f 20 bushels to the acre, 
seventy -eight 
so 
repo rting. 
Fifty -j 
seven repo rted an average o f 15 bushels 
to the acre; twenty -five, 12 bushels; 
twenty -seven, 25 bushels. 
The co rn y ield, also , judging fro m 
the 315 to wnships repo rting, will be 
abo ut 30,000,000 bushels in excess o f 
last y ear, due to the larger average to 
the acre rather than the increased 
acreage. 
The estimate made by the 
statistician brings the co rn cro p in ex­ 
cels o f 164,000,000 bushels, as co mpared 
with 132,807,473 bushels 
last y ear. 
The average number o f bushels to the 
a^re this y ear is 41. a« co mpared with 
33 07 last y ear. 
The a. reage in co rn 
is little larger than last y ear, being 
4.018.432 in 1905, as co mpared with 
4,015,179 in 1904 
The largest num­ 
ber o f to wnships repo rt 40 bushels to 
the acre as the average, ninety -three 
so 
repo rtiug; sixty -three repo rt 
50 
bushels to the acre, and so me repo rt 
as nigh as 75 bu-hels to the acre. 
It is also estimated fro m a basis o f 
304 to wnships, that the apple cro p 
will be in excess o f 2,200,000 bushels. 
As this is the first time that attempts 
have been made to gather statistics o n 
fruits, there s no basis o f co mpariso n. 
These figures are based o n a return 
fro m o ne-third o f the to wnships in the 
State. 
Inasmuch as these to wnships 
no w repo rting represent all parts o f 
the State, it is believed that the esti­ 
mates are no t far fro m co rrect.

guration , as the legislature alway s 
win d s up its session s about the 10th 
of March, an d their presen ce here is a 
n ecessity at that time. 
An amen d 
men t to the con stitution would be 
n ecessary to make the chan ge, which 
will probably be suggested to con gress 
at the comin g session .

The force of the collision was so 
graat that the en gin e of the limited 
plowed ten feet in to the private car, 
an d the latter was forced half way i 
through the d ay coach ahead .

One w ould n atu ra lly ask w hat real 
good can resu lt to the general pnblic 
I from num bering the ru ral route m ail 
I boxes as jier order recently issued by 
one of the heads of the postal d epa rt­ 
m ent. 
On the other baud there is a 
w idespread belief tha t the num bering 
scheme w ould be a g reat boon to the 
m ail order houses as by tha t m eans 
w ith a list of num bers of each route 
they could 
flood the country w ith 
the ir circulars, w hich the departm ent 
carries and d istribu tes for about one- 
# 
eighth the cost to governm ent. 
Some tim e ago the Posfcoffice d epa rt­ 
m ent issued an order forbidding the 
m aking public the nam es of person* 
g ettin g m ail on ru ral routes, but the 
num bering sc he m e /if carried out w ill 
m ake this o rd er'o f no effect, or rather, 
it m akes it en tirely unnecessary for 
the M ontgom ery, W ards et a l., to in ­ 
cur the expense and"trouble of g etting 
new nam es. 
H ere is the sentence from 
the recent 
order tha t w ould bring 
joy to 'the m ail order m an if po t into 
fo rc e : 
“ The delivery by ru ral carries of 
ordinary m ail m atter of all classes 
addressed to such boxes by num ber 
alone is authorized so long as im proper 
and un law fu l business is not conduct­ 
ed the re by.” 
I t w ill be seen by this that names 
are en tirely unnecessay to the big city 
houses tha t a re cripplin g local trade 
through the use of seductive circulars 
and the sale of shoddy goods. 
The reason advanced for the num 
bering is tha t some people w ill not 
provide or m ain tain boxes tha i are 
safe 
and 
w aterproof. 
B ut 
U ncle 
Sam lias a strong arm and could adopt 
some m ore direct m eans tha t w ould not 
give a special advantage to the enem ies 
of local trade. 
He m ig ht even w ith­ 
hold route service to such persons and 
no one could question his rig ht to do 
so.
